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$10 Million Supplied for Financial Aid

The University of Lowell ranks 
sixth in Massachusetts in regard to the 
number of loans processed for its stu¬ 
dents. In the 1983-1984 school year, 
over 5500 students applied for finan¬ 
cial aid. and between $10,000 and 
SI 1.000 were supplied. Mas¬ 
sachusetts residential students for 
ULowell alone received over 6.5 mil¬ 
lion dollars in loans. 

Due to the great demand for finan¬ 
cial aid. many students who sent in 
loan applications this past summer 
received their checks later than ex¬ 
pected. This delay was not in any way 
the fault of the Financial Aid Depart¬ 
ment, but was infact due to a num¬ 
ber of related factors. 

The University received a large 

amount of loan applications . During 

the months of June and July, the 


Financial Aid Department received 
between 2500 and 3000 loan appli¬ 
cations, each of which requires three 
forms: a loan application, a needs test 
form, and a copy of the student's and 
his/her parents' tax returns. If a stu¬ 
dent has completed and sent in all 
three forms, the loan application can 
be processed within three days, at the 
most. But, some students neglected 
to send in all three forms, and this 
created another delay. 

The Financial Aid Department set 
up a second shift to handle this great 
work load. The employees worked 
from 5:30 to 9:30, Monday through 
Friday during the months of June, 
July, and August, to process loans 
and to make telephone calls to stu¬ 
dents who did not submit complete 
applications. 

The banks, by law, are no permit¬ 
ted to dispurse checks until 30 days 

prior to the first day of classes, which 


in this case was August 6, 1984, and 
caused another delay. It must also be 
taken into account that ULowell stu¬ 
dent loans are not the only ones the 
banks have to process. 

Once the Financial Aid Department 
has completed evaluating the appli¬ 
cations, the applications are sent 
through the appropriate channels and 
on to the bank. The mailing system 
causes another delay because the loan 
applications are mailed off to places 
and time is wasted in transit. 

Students with a rejection for finan¬ 
cial aid, or students who just need ex¬ 
tra money should consult the Finan¬ 
cial Aid Office because jobs may be 
available. At the present time, work 
study jobs, as well as on campus and 
private sector jobs can still be 
uouunai. 


Clean-up Continues Along the Merrimack

The E.P.A. has started building a 
system of Pump House Interceptor 
plants along the Merrimack river, as 
a part of the continuing project to 
clean up the Merrimack. 

Paul Desrochers, site engineer and 
manager of VTN Consolidated Inc., 
explained how the plants will func¬ 


tion individually and as a chain. 

The Pollution Control Project for 
Middlesex County is a system of in¬ 
terceptor plants installed along the 
river, each receiving the waste and 
sewage from the previous plant up the 

river, as well as the sewage and waste 
from the city boarding the river. The 
South Campus plant will receive the 
waste and sewage from the Chelms¬ 


ford line on down to the river. New 
sewage lines will be installed connect¬ 
ing the present lines to the plant in 
the near future. The chain of plants 
will control the flow of sewage and 
waste down to the Treatment Facili¬ 
ty at Duck Island and also be used to 
prevent spillover of wastes into the 
river. 

Mr. Desrochers also stated that 
construction will begin on another 
plant at Beaver Brook on the other 
side of the river next month. The two 
plants will be connected to one 
another by a system of three pipes 
which will be run under the river. 
Construction and placement of the 
pipes will hopefully begin next month 
also. After construction of the Beaver 
Brook plant, sewage lines will be run 
from there down to the treatment fa¬ 
cility at Duck Island. It is also expect¬ 
ed that a plant will be constructed in 
Chelmsford in the future and it will 
be joined to the system. 

Mr. Desrochers is encouraging and 
would welcome any of the Civil En¬ 
gineering and Enviormental classes 
down to the plant for a tour as con¬ 
struction continues on the project.

Last Spring the Late Pastor Mike 
Narkun and myself agreed to direct 
our mutual concerns toward the high 
incidence of abortions on campus.

Chief Rowe of the 
Campus Police, and Mr. Ed Bolan, 
General Manager of the bookstore 
share an equal concern regarding sto¬ 
len books at the University. Accord¬ 
ing to Chief Rowe, Mr. Bolan has 
“Generously underwritten the cost of 
20,000 bookmarks” to be given out 
with each book purchased. In fair¬ 
ness, the bookstore has added their 
returns policy to the bookmark with 
the hope of providing students with 
a second reminder, since books are 
the second largest expense among 
college students, the bookmark offers 
several important tips which ensure 
the protection of textbook invest¬ 
ments. These include keeping your 
books in sight at all times, and being 
aware of stolen textbooks which are 
resold every semester. Chief Rowe 
stresses that students report lost or 
stolen books immediately to the Cam¬ 
pus Police. It is crucial that students 
mark their books in several places 
with proper identification. Although 
lost books are turned into the Cam¬ 
pus Police, many contain no identifi¬ 


cation which makes finding the owner 
impossible. There also exists a small 
demand of students who make no ef¬ 
fort to recover their books. Accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Bolan, the bookmarks 
were issued as a “student service.” 
The bookmarks also provide students 
with the returns policy of the U. 
Lowell bookstore. No book is retur¬ 
nable unless: 1. You have your sales 
receipt, and 2. The book is un¬ 
marked. The purpose of returning 
books with a register receipt “deters 
an outlet for stolen books.” Further¬ 
more, students attempting to return 
stolen books cannot produce a 
register receipt. Mr. Bolan feels 
that it’s important for students to be 
aware of the bookstore’s return poli¬ 
cy for two reasons. First, “students 
will not be shocked by the return poli¬ 
cy when it’s too late.” Secondly, it 
“encourages students to shop around 
for used books prior to purchasing 
new texts.” Bolan adds that a 15 per¬ 
cent handling charge discourages stu¬ 
dents from purchasing new texts and 
then buying used books with the in¬ 
tention of returning the newer text. 


DO YOU HAVE A MOMENT? 

Students are needed to install 
LIFE-LINE units in the homes of 
persons in the community who re¬ 
quire this service. Directed from the 
Lowell General Hospital LIFE-LINE 
is an emergency response system 
which enables people to remain at 
home, yet be assured of medical as¬ 
sistance in the event of an emergen¬ 
cy. Most of the participants in the 
LIFE-LINE program are senior 
citizens who have had some form of 
illness which warrants the service. It 
is a matter of one being allowed to 
remain at home rather than in a health 
care facility. 

Presently there are ninety-two peo¬ 
ple receiving this service. However 
there are twelve waiting for the in¬ 
stallation of the equipment. Students 
are needed to take a brief orientation 
on the installation procedure as well 
as to actually install this simple equip¬ 
ment in homes. If you are interested 
in this one time, short-term project 
please call Fr.

Mr. Warren Lloyd, Consul for Im¬ 
migration at the Canadian Consulate 
General in Boston, has sent us an up¬ 
date to the list of visa-exempt coun¬ 
tries published in last month's news¬ 
letter. As of May 16, 1984, citizens 
of Israel and Saudi Arabia are now 
exempt from visa requirements.

Face to Face at Cumnock Hall 


On Saturday, September 8th, 
Boston- based band Face to Face 
played to an enthusiastic, responsive 
croud at U Lowell’s Cumnock Hall. 

Face to Face is a relative newcomer 
to success, spurred on by the recent 
heavy rotation of their video on Mus¬ 
ic Television. The song “ 10-9-8", on 
which that video is based, recieved 
national airplay and was included in 
the movie soundtrack for Streets of 
Fire. 

Face to Face was an innovative, 
energetic, and adept group. For their 
U Lowell performance had very lit¬ 
tle trouble eliciting an enthusiastic 
response. Their music, a beat-driven, 
well-paced set of progressively styled 
rock, showcased what may be the 
band’s strongest asset, lead vocalist 
Laurie Sargent. Her clear, powerful 
voice is a major element of Face to 
Face's stage appeal. 

Two songs in Face to Face’s set 
were particularly well recieved; the 


instantly recognizable " 10-9-8". and 
another called “Under the Gun", 
which could concievably be the next 
hit for them. Both songs succeeded 
in pumping up the crowd enough to 
get many people dancing and singing 
along, definitely this was the high 
point of their performance. 

Other band members included: 
William Beard on drums; John Ryder 
on bass guitar; Stu Kimball on key¬ 
boards, electric and acoustic guitars;

Post Jam Releases: 

A Beat Surrender 1 
The Jam arose along with the Clash 
and the Sex Pistols from the British 

punk movement. Featuring Rick 
Buckler on drums and Bruce Foxton 
on bass, the Jam was led by the brash, 
young (then 18), and often arrogant 
Paul Weller. Disallusioned with the 
limitations of punk. Weller’s reevalu¬ 
ation of the Jam's direction led to 
their brilliant third album “All Mod 
Cons” and 1980's stellar “Sound Af¬ 
fects". With the release of “Sound 
Affects", they became stars in their 
native England, remaining at the top 
until their demise in 1982. Despite 
their hugh popularity in the U.K., the 
Jam's driving guitar, bass, and drum 
attack (along with harsh vocals sung 
in thick English accents) recieved lit¬ 
tle American airplay and never be¬ 
came popular. Brilliant in spots but 
pretentious in others. The Jam left be¬ 
hind a catalogue of eight albums and 
a number of mini-lp’s, that are as im¬ 
portant as that of any other band dur¬ 
ing their six year existance. 

“Touch Sensitive", by Bruce Fox- 
ton is his solo album debut. Foxton 
played bass, sang background vocals, 
and wrote a handful of songs for the 
Jam. Despite his limited experience 
as a songwriter and lead vocalist, 
“Touch Sensitive" is suprisingly 
good. On “It makes me wonder*’, 
Foxton voices his concern about 
growing apathy towards violence, 
drug-abuse, and emminent nuclear 
destruction. Asking “Will we see the 
light of day?", “It makes me 
wonder" is the best song on the al¬ 
bum. “What I'd give" is also strong. 
He begs for ’’ no nuclear war and to¬ 
tal world peace. However, “Touch 
Sensitive” has it’s weaknesses; Fox- 
ton's vocals are somewhat weak at 
times and gets lost in the mix; and 
suprisingly, his fine bass playing is 
not brought up front like it should be. 
All in all, “Touch Sensitive” has it’s 
moments and should be a welcome 
addition to the collection of any fan 
of the Jam. 

“My Ever Changing Moods" is 


the first lull length album by Paul 
Weller’s Style Council (they released 

a mini-Ip last year: “Introducing The 
Style Council**). The Style Council 
is a collaboration of Paul and key¬ 
boardist Mick Talbot, that rekindles 
Weller's passion for soul music. At 
first listen, the biggest suprise is 
Weller's pleasant, improved voice he 
no longer sings with his patented 
thick english accent. Also evident is 
how “My Ever Changing Moods" 
sounds nothing like the Jam. The lyr¬ 
ics are mostly about love - about 
which Weller sings with conviction 
and feeling. Musically, “My Ever 
Changing Moods" encompasses 
practically every genre of pop music 
(especially black music), and with 



w ide scope is soul, big band jazz, rap, 
funk, easy listening, and cafe blues. 
While some of the songs are flawed 
by political lyrics that often fall by the 
wayside, such flaws are often over¬ 
shadowed by the music. Mick Talbot 
says the Style Council is about 
“feel". This is obviously true as 
Weller and Talbot have captured the 
“feel" of various music forms and 
presented them in an album that is an 
enjoyable and refreshing listening ex¬ 
perience. “My Ever Changing 
Moods" is for everyone, and goes 
highly recommended by this 
reviewer.

Athletic Hall of Fame 

Former All-Americans Tom Jacobs and 
harry Riley will be among the five new 
inductees when the University of Lowell 
holds its Eighth Annual Athletic Hall of 
Fame Scholarship Dinner Friday, October 
26, at the Speare House Restaurant in 
Lowell. 

The evening begins a 6 p.m. with com¬ 
plimentary hors d’oeuvres followed bu 
dinner at 7 p.m. Induction ceremonies will 
take after the dinner. 

Joining Jacobs, Class of 1979. and 
Riley. Class of 1977, as the newest mem¬ 
bers of the Hall of Fame are Ray Masse, 
Lowell State College Class of 1957. Gerry 
Quigley. Lowell Textile Institute Class of 
1931. and the late Walter Lisien, Lowell 
Textile Institute Class of 1943. The five 
new inductees brings the ULowell Athletic 
Hall of Fame membership to 48.

Jacobs, co-captain of the 1978-79 hock¬ 
ey team and the school’s second all-time 
leading scorer, led ULowell to its first 
EC AC Division Two East and NCAA 
College Division titles his senior year. He 
was named to the ALL-EC AC, ALL-New 
England, and ALL-American teams fol¬ 
lowing his 42-goal, 38-assist season. A 
right wing with an accurate shot. Jacobs 
was the 1979 recipient of the Thom Lawl¬ 
er Award as the outstanding Division Two 
player in New England. 

Not only an outstanding hockey play¬ 
er, Jacobs was one of the finest baseball 
players to ever play at ULowell. His 
career .345 batting average ranks sixth on 
the all-time batting list. He is noted for 
playing in the 1979 NCAA hockey tour¬ 
nament, flying to Florida to join the base¬ 
ball team in training, and hitting a home 
run his first time at bat. He is the only ath¬ 
lete at Ulowell to ever win the Lester A. 
Cushing Award (as the school's top ath¬ 
lete) twice. 

The most prolific sprinter in ULowell's 
illustrious track history . Riley is the 

school’s only track All-American (1976) 

in a running event shorter than 5.000 
meters (400 meters). He was the 1975 in- 
d(x>r 1C4A champion in the 440-yard dash

and is the only Ulowell trackman to ever 
win an indoor and outdoor event in the 
New England Championships (440). Ac¬ 
cording to his coach, Gearge Davis, Riley 
still holds seven various school, league, 
and field house records including the 
Eastern League marks for the 60-yard 
dash (6.2) and the 600-yard run (1:12 1). 

The 1976 outdoor track team was the 
school’s best in terms of All-Americans. 
In addition to Riley, distance runners Bob 
Hodge and Vin Fleming and hammer 
throwers Ed Campbell and Bill Haskell all. 
earned All-American honers. 

The late Walter Lisien was one of 
Lowell Textile’s outstanding two-sport 
athletes during the early I940's and would 
later serve the school as a professor of 
chemistry for 26 years. A four-year mem¬ 
ber of the basketball team, he was cap¬ 
tain of the 1940-41 and 1942-43 teams. 
He was also an excellant infielder on the 
baseball team and his class vice-president 
in 1940 and 1941 

An outstanding baseball player who 
helped get the Lowell State College pro¬ 
gram started in the I950's, Ray Masse had 
the distinction of being the team captain 
all four years (1954-57) he played for Dr. 
James Ciszek, then coach at LSC and cur¬ 
rent Director of Athletics at UL. Masse 
hit .385 for his four seasons, third best 
among LSC players. His senior year he 
led LSC to a perfect 10-0 record in New 
England competition. He was also a two- 
year letter-man on the Indians basketball 
team. 

The elder statesman of this year's induc¬ 
tees, Gerry Quigley was a four-year let- 
terman in basketball and baseball. He 
played on the second finest Lowell Tex¬ 
tile team of all time, the 1931-32 team that 
finished 14-3. Only the 1965-66 team that 
went 17-2 was better. Captain of the ’31 
-32 team, Quigley played on teams that 
had a combined 40-33 record, for the fel¬ 
low Hall of Famer Waldo ‘Rusty’ Yamell. 
He also captained the 1930 baseball team 
and was described by former LT1 Athlet¬ 
ic Director and Hall of Famer Lester 
Cushing as an out>tanding fielding third 
baseman
